“ As th ey gath er iron in th e midst of 
th e furnace, to blow fire upon it, to 
melt it; so will 1 gath er y ou in mine 
anger, and in my fury , and will leave 
y ou th ere and melt y ou.” 
It is th e 
business of th e founder or moulder, to 
melt th e iron, and cause it to take th e 
form of a certain pattern. 
in order to accomplish th is h e takes 
advantage of a common 
law among 
liquids, wh ich is, to conform perfectly 
to th e sh ape of th e vessel into wh ich 
th ey are poured. 
If y ou sh ould take a 
glass jar and fill it with water and let 
it freeze, y ou m igh t remove th e jar by 
breaking it in pieces, and th e ice would 
be a perfect model of th e interior of 
th e vessel. 
So th e moulder perfects 
h is pattern in th e sand,wh ich takes th e 
form of an empty vessel with an open­ 
ing at h e top th rough wh ich to pour 
th e molten iron.

Of the 37 newspapers in the Ameri­ 
can colonies at the time of the Revo­ 
lu tion, says 
E. Cora Depu y in The 
Hou sehold Realm, several were owned 
au d managed by women. 
The first 
newspaper pu blished in 
Rhode Island was owned and edited by 
-Mrs. Anna Frank lin and established in 
1732. She and her two dau ghters wrote 
the items and set the type, and their 
servants work ed the 
printing press. 
For her qu ick ness au d correctness Mrs. 
Frank lin was appointed printer to the 
colony, su pplying 
pamphlets 
to the 
colonial officers. 
In 1772 Clementine 
Reid was pu blishing a paper in Virginia 
called the Virginia Gazette, favoring 
tlie <x lonial cau se and greatly offending 
the royalists. 
Two years later Mrs. H. 
Boyle started a paper u nder the same 
name, advocating 
the 
cau se of the 
crown. 
Both were pu blished at W il­ 
liamsbu rg, and both were short lived. 
1l J 773 Elizabeth Timothy started a 
paper in Charleston. After the Revolu ­ 
tion Anna Timothy became its editor 
aid was appointed state printer, which 
position she held for 17 years. 
Abou t 
the same time Mary Crou ch started a 
paper in Charleston in vigorou s opposi­ 
tion to the stamp act. 
She afterward 
moved it to Salem, Mass., and contin­ 
u ed its pu blication for many years.

Its advocates claim that in general a gain 
if five trick s is a matter of lu ck and re 
licet» no more credit on the gainer than a 
single trick gain does. This contention is 
absolu tely false. There are cases, of cou rse, 
where a play, r loses live trick s by an error 
no greater than mu that wou ld los« - a » in 
gle triek in another situ ation, bu t su ch in 
si ances are rare and by no means the g« -n 
eral ru le. 
On the contrary, a loss of five 
trick s u su ally )iris« -s from a series of bad 
plays or else from an awfu l blu nder in a 
situ ation whose critical character ou ght to 
be recognized by a shrewd player The one 
IMiint met he. of scoring v 111 eliminate not 
the lu ck , bu t the spirit of tho game.

will giv ■ the“ shot” player an opportu nity 
when he is behind to mak e th« most ou t­ 
rageou sly u nsou nd plays, on t ie grou nd 
that they cannot lose more than one point 
anyhow, no matter how many trick s they 
may throw to the winds. 
All those line

In r« -al whist a player frequ ent 
ly meet 8 an opportu nity for a finesse, say, 
whose su ccess or failu re is an even chance. 
It it loses, it will i-oht a singio triek ; if it 
wins, it will gain three trick s. 
Then tho 
player correctly tak es the finesse tiocau su 
the odds are acf u ally three to one in its 
favor. 
By tin* new plan of scoring, how 
ever, the same finesse wou ld not be ju sti­ 
fiable becau se it cou ld gain or lose only 
one point, and in case of an even ehanc« 
lik e this the sou nd player u su ally adopts 
the su re cou rse—that is, lie refu ses the risk 
of losing, althou gh at tho same time he 
sacrifices the opportu nity to gain. 
That tho single point plan eliminates 
any of the lu ck of tlie du plicate game 1 do 
not. admit. 
1 do not think it does. 
Bu t 
even if it did it wou ld inju re rather than 
benefit, the game. 
Tho one charm that 
mak es whist su perior to chess or any ot 
er intellectu al pastime is the reasonable 
amou nt of lu ck in it. 
I u se tin- word 
"reasonable 
advisedly. 
In all hu man 
affairs wo have to reck on with a certain 
amou nt of pu re chance. We have to reason 
on the probabilities. 
In fact, lu ck is an 
entirely reasonable matter.

dcrstand it, and I believe they do not, they 
wou ld better go and stu dy. 
Nothing In 
recent whist development, the qu estion of 
private convention« not excepted, has so 
roiled me a« this attempt to mak e a wood­ 
en game ou t of whist.

of the conventionalists and the du ffers.
